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STARVED TO DEATH. 


Stricken by Disease and Want—A “tory of Safferiag 
and Death. 

WILKESBARRE, October 13.—A German fam- 
ily named Whichmusky, comprising father, 
motherand three children, came from Ger- 
many and settled in this city on the Ist of 
May last Immediately after their arrival, 
Mrs. Whichmusky was taken sick with a dis 
ease Which crippled her, and a short time 
afterward her husband ‘was prestrated with 
malaria. Theson was put to work in the 
mines and the elder daughter left at home to 
take care of her parents. Two 
months had hardly passed when 
both the son and daughter were 
also stricken down with a fatal disease, and 
thus the entire means of support of the famly 
were taken away. Their condition was not 
made public till Friday last, when the elder 
daughter died of starvation. The chief of 
police was then informed, but the story of the 
poor family’s application was heard so late as 
to render assistance of little benetit, for on 
Sunday morning the son followed his elder 
sister into eternity and this morning the 
younger daughter and only remaining child 
died. When visived by the police the family 
was found to be in the most destitute condh- 
tion, without even a crust of bread in the 
house, and it is said that the children’s lives 
might have been saved had they been given 
i wper food in time.

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THE LAND OFFICE. 


The Extent of Uncle Sam’s Public Demain Stated. 

Wasuinoton, October 13.—The commis- 
sioner of the land office, in his annual report, 
states that the lands now embraced within 
the limits of the public domain amount 
to 900,000,000 acres, including Alaska, He 
recommends that the pre-emption laws be 
abolished, as the homestead laws cover all 
cases now arising. The public saies of 
lands for the past year amounted to 7,933 
acres, embracing 5,016 acres near Toledo, 
O., which were sold for $16,735, an average of 
$3.38 per acre. Respecting the forfeiture of 
railroad grants, the commissioner says that 
the status of the various grants for railroad 
purposes, where the roads have not been con- 
structed within thé time prescribed by law, 
was reported to congress March 28 last. 
absence of legislative action touching the re- 
newal of these grants, or declaring the forfeit- 
ure thereof, serious!y embarrassed the work 
of this office. It is not deemed expedient to 
convey additional lands to railroad compa- 
nies, nor to award to com pa- 
nies in dispute between them and 
settlers or other claimants, pending the de- 
termination by congress in the premises. 
Large numbers of settlers are occupying such 
lands, and it is important to themste know 
whether they can receive their titles'from the 
United States, or whether they will be re- 
quired to purchase from the railroad compa- 
nies. Commissioner McFarland submits 
estimates for salaries and contingent ex- 
penses, for the next fiscal year, amounting in 
the aggregate to $453,940, which is an increase 
of the amount appropriated for the current 
fiscal year of $33,940. The increase is distri- 
buted generally among bureau officers, and 
includes $3,000 for an assistant commissioner. 
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COTTON PLANTERS’ EXPOSITION. 


Special Features of the Day—A Grand Success As- 
sured.

LitrLe Rock, October 13.—A novel feature 
of the cotton planters’ convention next week 
will be the parade of a hundred wagons con- 
taining bales of cotton entered 
for the great prizes offered. The 
wagons will have the banmers of 
the states to which the cotton belongs, and 
the mules gaily caparisoned with bells. This 
idea has been adopted because up to the pres- 
ent time over three hunared bales have been 
entered, being more than ever entered at 
any previous exhibition, not excepting 
Atlanta. The plantation cotton seed oil mill 
got up steam to-day and works beautifully, 
and it looks asif nothing could keep it from 
being a grand. success. The best in- 
dication of this is that the large 
cotton seed mill men are very blue over it. 
The jockey club gfounds adjoin the fair 
grounds, and in addition to the planters’ con- 
vention and the state fair there will be some 
of the best racing ever’ witnessed 
in the south, over one hundred horses 
being present, representing the best 
stables in America (Morey’s and Patton’s, 
Sherman’s, DeMassey’s, Donaho’s, Cowigan’s 
and Hunt and Shaw) all of them having run 
this summer at Saratoga, Long Branch,Coney 
Island, Louisville and Chicago. All the 
hotels are already filled, but the delegates to 
the convention will be taken as guests of the 
citizens to their homes.

AN URGENT APPEAL FOR HELP 
MADE. 


Resources atan End, the Fever Increasing, the Doc 
tors Sickand Worn Out—The Sad Death of an 
Italian Bride—The Number of Cases and 
Deaths—Immediate Hclp Wanted. 


New York, October 13.—The Tribune says 
Dr. Brent, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the board of health of Pensacola, 
Fla., yesterday telegraphed to Edwin W. 
Adams & Co., shipping merchants, as follows: 
The reports of our distress are not exagzerated, 
but fall far short of thetruth. We need help 
for present necessities, and are deeply con- 
cerned and uneasy at the prospect of the fu- 
ture. The fever is of a more fatal character 
than heretofore. It is proposed to lay the 
matter before the chamber of commerce, the 
board of trade, and the transportation pro- 
duce exchange and other commercial bodies 
with a view of inducing the public to give 
assistance to the suffering. 

The following message wassentto Pensacola 
this evening: ‘New York, October 15 —To 
D. G. Brent, chairman of the board of health, 
Pensacola: Organized efforts are being made 
for your relief. The various exchanges will 
probably move in the matter. An appeal has 
been made to the public.”’ 

IN BROWNSVILLE.

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PREPARING FOR PARLIAMENT. 


The Irish Question Taking New Shape—The Trial of 
Arabi Pasha. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, October 13.—Sir Staftord Northcote 
has seut a circula the conservative mem- 
bers of parliament ‘c ~ upon them at- 
tendance at the open) f the session in 
view of the importance of the questions re- 
lating to parliamentary procedure = and 
Egyptian affairs. Lord Northbrook, first lord 
ofthe admiralty, speaking at Liverpool to- 
night of the beneficial effects of the land act, 
expressed the belief that the 
turning point had _ been’ reached in 
the affairs of Ireland. The number of’ out- 
rages, he said, had decreased, and the rents 
were freely paid. The Right Hon. Henry 
Fawcett, posmaster general, in a speech, said 
the chief danger threatening the liberal party 
was more likely to come from within. With 
the setttement of the Egyptian question and 
the improved condition of lreland, domestic 
legislation would come to the fore. Refer- 
ring to the proposition for the nationaliza- 
tion of land, Mr. Fawcett said he could not 
see that it was a practical one. 

THE IRISH QUESTION. 

Desiin, October 13.—It is expected that 
from 1,200 to 1,500 persons will attend the na- 
tional conference to be held here next week. 
The main purpose of the conference wiil be 
to establish a new organization to be known 
as the Irish national league, and to provide 
forthe election of a national convention 
which shall choose the executive 
of the pew league. An account 
of the expenditure of the land 
league fund will be rendered to the confer- 
ence. The principal object of the new league 
will be a vigorous agitation for the redress of 
grievances, the abolition of landlordism and 
the improvement of the condition of the la- 
borers. Practical measures will be proposed 
and a definite policy marked out. Plans will 
be submitted for the revival of Irish indus- 
tries and the promotion of home manutac- 
tures. It is understood that the dissolution 
of the home rule league will 
be announced at the conterence. 

It is believed that the principal object of 
the league will be the preservation of a vig- 
orous agitation for the amendment of the 
land act as preliminary to the abolition of 
landlordism by purchase... Special stress will 
be laid on the definition of Mr. Healy’s clause 
so as to secure to the tenants the entire value 
of their past and fu ure improvements on the 
admission of lease holders to the benefit of the 
act and on the advance of the entire purchase 
money by the state ata low rate of interest,the 
principal to be paid during an extended pe- 
riod. Proposals will also be advocated for the 
purchase of the poor rack rented estates for 
the benelit of the tenants.’ The claims of la- 
borers to better dwellings and allotments will 
be incorporated in the programme. The la- 
borers will be invited to co operate in obtain- 
ing such improvement in the land act as will 
enable the farmers to deal generously 
Wwita them. An industrial re- 
vival will be assisted by local 
organizations for fostering the demand tor 
Irish manutacture. Other points of the pro- 
gramme are the payment of members ot par- 
liament, the extension of the franchise, and 
the establishment of a system of elective 
country governments. It is understood at 
the conference that a deputation from the 
hdme rule leazue will announce the daSsolu- 
tion of that body and the resignation of its 
functions into the hands of the new Irish 
league, of which the national self government 
will be the basis.

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THE MORNING COMET. 


SPECULATIONS OF THE MATUTI- 
NAL OBSERVERS. 


| The Broken Pieces Again Attaching Themselves to 


the Main Body—Peculiar Features About th. 
Wanderers—The Tail Considered—The 
Composit.on of the Head, Btc. 


WASHINGTON, October 13.—Observations of 
the comet were made at the naval observato- 
ry this morning by Professor Eastman, Com- 
mander Sampson and Mr. Winlock. Profes- 
sor Eastman made a very careful observation 
with the small equatorial, but failed to dis- 
cover any evidence of the splitting or separa- 
tion of the nucleus so persistently reported 
by other observers. There were in the nucle- 
us a number of points of condensation, but the 
light between them was continuous. The 
number of these points visible at one time 
seems to vary from two or three to five, and 
Professor Eastman thinks they have 


been mistaken by other astronomers 
for the fragments of a disin- 
tegrated nucleus. - They are, however, noth- 
ing more than points of condensation. The 
length of the nucleus which extends in the 
direction of the tail is now 31.2 seconds ot 
arc and its width four seconds. The outer 
envelope is becoming a more noticeable fea- 
ture of the comet, and is well defined. The 
observations for position which are being 
constantly made confirm the elements and 
ephemeris computed by Professor Frisby. 
Good observations of the comet obtained at 
Cambridge this morning gave proof that no 
permanent change has taken place in the ap- 
pearance of the nucleus. If apy fracture or 
separation of the nucleus did oceur the fluid 
or semi-fluid material of which the nucleus 
consists has become fused and again blended. 
Similar phenomena have been noticed in the 
cases of other comets. This, being the third 
accurate position obtained at Harvard, will 
permit of the determination of a better orbit 
than has yet been produced. 
THE TAIL DISCUSSED, 

Mr. William T. Williams, of Savannah, 
writing to the New York Herald on the comet, 
says the*. “all the numerous and varied theo- 
ries ..cuerto advanced concerning the origin 
and nature of the comet’s tail none seem free 
from probably fatal objection. It is ineredi- 
bie—nay, almost inconceivable—that an ap- 
pendage so vast as the tail of the comet now 
exciting universal attention consists of nebn- 
lous matter extending millions upon millions 
of miles from the nucleus into space. Not to 
speak of the difficulty of accounting for the 
tail substance being so enormously extended, 
how does it manage to ‘‘wheel around” so 
rapidly as the comet passes around the sun 
and still remain so regular? What causes the 
dark cone in the center near the nucleus 
and sometimes stretching out to a 
great length? Allow me to sug: 
gest another view of the subject, which 
may, and I think will be found to satisfy the 
requirements of the problem. I will be as 
brief as possible. Ata lofty elevation a thin, 
vaporous cloud appears quite dense; viewer 
nearer it seems to become thinner and thin- 
ner, until, when we approach very near, it 
becomes invisible. Hence an object or phe- 
nomenon may be invisible if quite near the 
beholder and.become plainly visible at a 
great distance, when made up or caused by 
numerous minute particles or effects in their 
general ensemble. I think the tail of a comet 
is of this nature, and the view 1 wish to ad- 
vance is that the tail is merely an = 
phenomenon and does not consist of any 
material substance whatever. My theory 
supposes the nucleus either to be entirely 
translucent or to consist of an opaque 
center with a translucent envelope. There 
are probably comets of both kinds. Now, it 
can hardly be doubted that the sun rays would 
be modified by passing through the translu- 
cent massof acometor through its trans- 
lucent envelope. How the rays would be 
affected would of course depend on the con- 
sititution of the comet, differing doubtless in 
different cases, according as the substance of 
the comet was more or less dense, according 
to the size and shape of the comet, and yet 
again with reference to the internal motion 
going on in the nebulous masses of the comet. 
All these circumstances, I repeat, must have 
some effect upon the transmitted light; the 
effect most likely would be akin to what we 
know as polarization. In any event the light 
emerging from the comet would be necessa- 
rily modified—would be —ifferent from 
the. surrounding seaof calm, uniform, un- 
changing waves. There weuld be a decided 
disturbance of the regular ethereal pulsations 
in the region opposite the comet from the 
sun. If this disturbance of the regular ethe- 
real waves became perceptible to us at all, 
it only become perceptible as a luminou 
cloud against the black background of the 
sky representing the unaffected great mass of 
waves. Thatsuch a disturbance an im- 
mense cylinder or coue of light vibrations, 
unlike those of the surrounding space, should 
become perceptible to us as a luminous cloud 
is not ditheult to believe. The analogy of the 
distant cloud shows us the result of great dis- 
tance upon an aggregation of separately in- 
particles; increase this distance 
times or more, and _per- 
haps, even ethereal irregularities 
may condense into a= self visible ap- 
pearance. It would require too much space 
to enlarge upon this idea at present, and our 
only desire is to point out that it would ap- 
peur to express many things which otherwise 
were inexplicable. Supposing the theory 
here advanced to be true, it will be easy to 
see that the oidinrry shape of the comet’s tail 
would be that ofan inverted cone, shaded off 
inte space—a cone, the angle of which would 
gradually narrow asthe comet receded fur- 
ther. If the comet possessed an Opaque nu- 
cleus center, acone of darkness, inverted as 
tothe cone of the tail, would be projected 
into the luminous belt. Some light would be 
reflected from both first and second surfaces 
of contact, and the effect would be somewhat 
similar to that of the transmitted light, 

The particular shape of the tail would de- 
pend upon the constitution and internal coa- 
dition of the comet, as these circum 
would regulate the qualitv and quantity of 
the changes wrought upon the original light 
Waves, The most diffienti }) sit f Koiain 
1s perhaps the tact that comets have CCCHS1ION- 
ally curved tails.

So far he has found 
its doings very interesting, more so probabl 
than those of any comet whic 
has come within hailing distance 
for some time. Its freaks, however, 
have not been startling enough to attract an 
abnormal amount of popular autention; the 
mere fact of its presence, the knowledge of its 
distance and the speed in which itis going 
being enough to satisfy the public mind. The 
points have been published from time to 
time, but in a somewhat technical fashion, 
and have not been much discussed in-unscien- 
tific circles,

to the visitor to his observatory, and 
trances him with a list of its wonders. 
COMPOSITION OF THE COMET. 

“The nucleus or head,’ continued the as- 
tronomer, ‘‘which, by the by, is only ten 
thousand miles long, was, when first observed, 
almost round. .Gradually it has changed till 
now it is drawn oat into an oblong band. The 
comet is nearer to the sun than anything else. 
It is possible to photograph it, as was done to 
the comet of 1881, but I have not heard of 
this being attempted. Its temperature is not 
known precisely, but the space threugh which 
it passes is cold. Thenucleus is made of solid 
matter, but the composition of the whole 
comet is more gaseous than that of the sun. 
The gases consist largely of carbon, hydrogen 
and sodium. It is much better seen just now 
when the moon is not very bright than it was 
previously. The best time tosee it is about 
half-past fourin the morning. After that 
time the sun rises and blots it out.’’ Thecon- 
cluding words were among the most impor- 
tant that Professor Sharpless uttered.

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THE EFFECT IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


ThelParty Wild With Enjhusiasm and Confident of 
Vietory. 

PittssuRG, Penn., October 13.—The demo- 
crats have been in an eestasy of joy since the 
returns from Ohio were received. Npthing 
short of a victory of the party in this state 
could have created yreater excitement. In 
the result in the buckeye state keystone 
demeccrats find assurance of a sweeping victo- 
ry in Pennsylvania. 

There were many distinguished democrats 
in the city to-day.

In response to a question of the reporter he 
said: *‘Il think it will have the effect of bring- 
ing out the reserve force of the democracy— 
the element that is inclined to stay at home 
and not vote on ordinary occasions,”’ 

“Will the gain in congressmen in Ohio 
change the complexion of the next house?’ 

‘Yes, sir. Of course lam _ estimating on 
the returns up to the present time,’’ 

“Do you think rrank Hurd will be a chn- 
didate for the speakership on a free trade 
platform?” 

‘That is too far ahead to give an expression 
on the subject.”’ 

Mr. Randall predicts a democratic victory, 
but refused to give any estimate on the prob- 
able majority in the state. 

Chris Magee, Cameron’s western manager, 
and the leader of the stalwarts in western 
Pennsylvania, said: ‘‘There is no doubt that 
the Ohio result will have an inspiring effect 
upon the democrats of this state, and an op- 
posite effect upon the republicans, for a brief 
space, at least.

DEATH TO THE RATS. 


Bulldogs and Stalwart Negroes Called Into Play— 
Three Barrels of Dead Rats. 
From the Talbotton New Era. 

One of the most remarkable occurrences of 
which we have ever heard took place in the 
northwest part of Talbot county, on Tuesday 
last, in the shape of a huge rat slaughter. 
For son.e time past Mr. John Carlisle, a well- 
to-do farmer of this county, has been troubled 
with rats. There stands on his place in one 
of his most fertile fields a tenant log cabin, 
which for several years has been unoccupied, 
and of late has been used by the proprietor 
as a general storage house, about 200 bushels 
of peas ia the hull being’ the 
last article it contained. In the 
early spring Mr. (., planted the field on 
one side of his cabin in corn, and when the 
corn grew up to half-leg high something be- 
gan to cut it down, and by close watching he 
found that the rats were playing sad havoc 
with his corn, and he positively states that 
they cut down two acres of the cereal for him. 
On the othes side of the house he planted cot- 
ton, and with equal emphasis he says the lit- 
tle varmints absolutely dug the cotton seed 
from the rows and eat them uP; doing this to 
such an extent that he had to plant overabout 
twoor thre e acres, So bad did they become at 
this time that he determined to try poison; 
so he bought of Dr. Bardwell a lot of ‘trough 
on rats,’’ and put it out, and hesays that it 
killed so many of them that the vultures came 
and feasted on the carcasses. This had the 
effect to stop their depredations for awhile; 

‘atleast until the cotton began to open, when 
Mr. Carlisle soon had trouble with the rats 
again. They absolutely riddled his cotton as 
fast it opened by picking it from the bolls 
and eating the seed and scattering it all over 
the field. Hetried rat poison again but he 
found it no good asthe rats seemed to have 
learned better and refused to eat it. He 
next examined his peas that he had stored in 
the house when he discovered that the rats 
had eat all but about 50 bushels and he put in 
the house 200 bushels. Upon this discovery 
Mr. Carlisle determined*to make a new and 
different warupon the rats, so last Thursday 
he summoned his forces and went to battle. 
He the possessor of two fine bull dogs, 
one of them being the finest he ever saw, and 
with these, and tive colored men, he began to 
teurdown thedirt chimney to the house. 
The house being located in an open field the 
rats had no means of escape from the. dogs 
and men, and as the chimney was torn down 
the rats pourel out by hundreds and were 
killed as fast as they came. ‘This was kept 
up without intermission until the chimney 
was torn down to its foundation, when it was 
discovered that the rats had tunneled into 
the ground and had a tunnel from the chim- 
ney about 20 yards to an old hollow stump. 
This tunnel was about 12 inches in width 
and was round and smooth with a large 
bed about every ten feet where the young 
were raised, and Mr. Carlisle says that the 
hole was jammed full of ratS from the chim- 
ney tothe stump. This rat tunnel was dug 
out and destroyed by inches by Mr. C., and 
his assistants, and he says that the rats were 
killed as the vy came to them, the dogs taking 
an active part all the way through and em- 
ing the fun hugely. Some ot the rats 
were so large that the dogs had regular bat- 
tles with them, and the rats would grab the 
dog by the nose an: bring a yell from him 
every time. It certainly must have been 
great sport to the participants.

Assuming the sky to remain 
perfectly clear of haze or clouds, the raising 
or depressing of the dew point during the 
night (usually with a change 
of wind) are the only circum- 
stances that can happen to interfere with 
the predictions founded on the hygrometer 
Frequently the presence of haze at high alti- 
tudes during the night prevents the radiation 
of heat from the earth and thereby the frost 
which otherwise would have occurred. Hoar 
frost is formed under the same circumstances 
as dew, w:th the exception of a lower tem- 
perature. When the temperature of the sur- 
face of plants falls below 32 degrees the mots- 
ture of the air is condensed upon them in the 
solid state and forms a layer of snow crystals 
like spongy ice. Hoar frost, therefore, is not 
frozen dew but the moisture of the air is de- 
posited in the solid form, without having 
passed through the liquid condition. Hoar 
frost, like dew, is deposited chiefly upon 
those bodies which radiate best, such as plants 
and the leaves of vegetables, and the deposit 
is made principally on those parts which are 
turned toward the sky.

THE CASE RESUMEDIN THE UNITED 
SIATES COURT. 


The Second Dsy’s Proceedings of the Trial of Walter 
W. Finley, Jemes Finley, Jacksoa Bearden, and 
Charlies Sparks-—The Examination of 
Witnesses—What They Say, Ecc. 


The trial of Walter W Findley, James Findley, 
Jackson Bearden and Charles Sparks, eharged with 
conspiracy, was continued in the United States dis- 
trict court yesterday before Judge McCay. The 
prosecution had not quite completed its evidence 
and it examined two more witnesses, Newberry 
and Hugbes. The former testified that he had 
heard some of the parties accused talk aa if they 
meant ill to Stewart, but he could not say positively 
whether it was before or after the night Stewart was 
fired at and his store burned. Hughes was one of 
the accused and defendant's counsel objected to 
any statement of his being used against any 
one bu himself. The objection was sustained. 
Hughes said he enw John Fricks, one of the accused 
not then on trial, the day before the burning of 
Stewert’s barn and store. At that time Fricks said 
something about the oxen which Stewart had seized 
and intimated that he had better not keep them. 
Atthree different times Walter Findley approached 
him and asked if be would not testify that Stewart 
tried to hire him to swear against the accused in 
this case. This he refused to do. Findley said he 
meant to sue Stewart for $2,500 damages on account 
of this prosecution, and asked Hughesif he would 
not be one of his witnesses. On Cross examination 
Hughes admiited that his conversations with 

‘indley had all referred to their plans fo: 
a mint defense against the charge of conspiracy. 
He said one Joe Rogers had approached him at this 
court and told him that the case against him would 
be not pressed if he would give evideuce enough to 
convict the other accused parties The prosecution 
rested its case here and announced that the case 
against Sparks was dismissed. The defense opened. 
William rindley, of counsel, announced to the jury 
that they expected to prove that the accused were 
entirely innocent of the charge, and that on the 
night the murderous attack was made on Stewart 
they were many miles away. The first witness 
offered was Wal er W. Findley, one of the accused. 
Hle said he had never had any cause to cherish 
malice aguinst Stewart. He had been in no way 
interested in any of the distilleries destroyed 
by him in his raids. He went tosStewart’s the san- 
day before the attack at the request of some of his 
neighbors to+ee if Stewart would not releases me 
oxen he had seized. Stewart refused to do so, and 
they parted in a very frieudly manner. On the 
nightof the attack he was at Ben Tilley’s house, 
over eleven miles from the scene of the trouble. He 
had gone there to get some money Tilley owed him 
and which he paid with a pension check. There 
were also at Tilley’s house that night William Gar- 
land, Jackson Bearden, John Davis and John D. 
Fricks. ‘Tilley was a justice of the peace and Bear- 
den had come to try and get acase settled. Find- 
ley and- Bearden slept together that night. 
They did not retire until 10 o'clock, and were up 
early next morning. He never thought of such a 
thing as burning Stewart's barn or store, or making 
anattack op him. He had no motive whatever for 
doing so. Mrs. Letty, the woman who swore she 
looked out of her window in Morganton on the 
night of the attack and recognized the accused, 
lived forty steps from the road. she is now on bad 
terme with Witness, because be charged her sister 
with stealing and found the property on her person, 
Last July her brother told me she was going toswear 
against me inthis case, Witness went .to ber and 
shesaid she knew nothing whatever of the case.
